PARIS, June 7.—One-fifth of the 2,000-tank armada | 
which Germany thrust forward to break the Weygand line | 
has been blasted into inactivity, a French military spokes- 
mar: estimated today as General Weygand called on his 
armies to “hold tight to the soil of France.” 


An order of the day declared that “the future of 
France depends on your tenacity’—the tenacity of French 
forces with a bolstering of British troops which are op- 
posing 500,000 invaders in the north, between the Channel 
and the plateau near the confluence of the Aisne and Oise 
rivers. 


Cannonading from the ground and the air was credited 
hy the French military with destruction of about 400 of the 
2,000 rolling fortresses in the first two days of the Nazi of- 
fensive.. The push now is in its third day. 


Nazi Planes Cause Warning In Paris 


As if turning to another powerful blitzkrieg weapon to 
speed up the assult, Germany sent about 200 planes over 
France. They caused an early morning alarm in the Paris | F 
region but passed around the capital. 


The aerial armada caused “material damage” in raids 
over central France, the French announced, but no cas- 
ualties were reported. |

were using 40 divisions—about 400,000 men—in addition to 
four or five tank or panzer divisions with a normal comple- | 
ment of about 500 machines each in the great effort to rend 
the Weygand line.

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Mobbism Doesn't Help 


At South River, Ontario, two men have 
been arrested for having been members of 
a mob which attacked and beat a German- 
born shoemaker and his wife, wrecked 
their home and stole their savings. It is 
to be hoped the rest of the gang will be 
gathered in, and all punished as they de- 
serve. There is no excuse for introduc- 
ing Nazi methods into Canada. 


The shoemaker and his wife are both 
naturalized Canadian citizens of nine 
years standing. Incidentally, the man is 
a cripple. Being Canadian citizens, they 
were as fully subject to common law as 
anyone else. If the neighbors knew of any 
reason why the couple should be prose- 
cuted they should have told the police, or 
entered action against them. The infer- 
ence is they acted on nothing stronger 
than suspicion.

For the reason of course that their activi- 
ties are adjudged to be a hindrance or a 
threat to the carrying on of the nation’s 
war effort; and potentially more or less 
dangerous in view of the organized treach- 
ery unearthed in European countries. 

This does not imply that all members 
of these organizations are of traitorous 
intent. It means that in the opinion of 
parliament, which is also the opinion of 
Canadians quite generally, these are or- 
ganizations through which enemy agents 
and Nazi-minded persons are likely to 
work, if they work in Canada at all, to 
hinder the efficient prosecution of the 
war. 

This Dominion, or any other country 
engaged in defending itself, cannot afford 
to take chances where organizations seem 
likely to be used as agencies through 
which to carry on hostile propaganda or 
as breeding places for sabotage plots. 


Members of these condemned bodies 
are by this action of the public authority 
freed from any obligations they may have 
undertaken toward them, and will be liable 
to punishment if they attend meetings or 
otherwise help to keep the organizations 
going. They should dissociate themselves 
forthwith from the outlawed groups and 
have nothing more to do with them. Com- 
mon sense and honest citizenship alike de- 
mand this. 


A Moscow newspaper sees “reasons for 
believing the United States will not remain 
impassive to the European war and this 
may to a certain extent decide the result.” 
“Certain” would be the key-word in those 
circumstances. 


Britain had 185 destrovers when the 
war began. Twenty of these have been 
lost, but the destrover fleet is larger now 
than it was then.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


An Edmonton reader, who says he voices the 
tastes of others, wants information of how to 
arrange a cruise for two or three people up the 
B.C. coast. The usual type of boat used is a 
cabin cruiser of 30 or more feet in lengih—the 
longer the boat the less she will pitch if a sea 
gets up. However, one need 
not go out in rough weather; 
there are long and beautiful 
inlets in which to cruise, 
Most of the cheaper craft have automobile en- 
gines, though a marine type engine is sturdier 
and more economical, It has a bigger stroke and 
bore than an auto engine of similar power, and 
turns a bigger propeller with less speed and 
“slip” than a fast running auto engine. 


Charts are procurable for 50 cents apiece, 
showing the coast line, depths of water, rocks and 
teéfs, etc., and tidal passages. The rule of the 
road is easy enough—for the sea road is very 
wide. A vessel crossing a harbor has the right 
of way, as also has a vessel under sail. Other- 
wise you just keep out of one another's way 
by easing off on a course. There are numerous 
books in the public libraries on motor-boating. 
The principal safeguard is to proceed with caus 
tion when not sure of things. 

Building a boat is a business for experts, for 
there isn't a straight line to work from, (The 
boat-builder works from an imaginary straight 
line), It’s cheaper to buy a boat ready built. 
About $500 to $1,000 will buy a serviceable 
second-hand craft, though there’s as much trick- 
ery in boat dealing as in horse dealing. It’s worth 
paying a surveyor's fee, if you don’t know where 
to look for dry-rot, patched planking, cracked 
ribs and open seams.

Tomorrow (June 8) is an important anniver- 
sary in the history of British Columbia seaborne 
trade. On that date in 1893 the Miowera, the 
first vesse] of the Canadian-Australian line, ar- 
Tived at Victoria, proceeding to Vancouver the 
next day, and inaugurating a service which has 
been of great value to inter-empire trade. The 
good Miowera crossed and re-crossed the Pacific 
for over a quarter of a century, then being re- 
turned to the New Zealand trade, for which she 
was built. 


The second anniversary is 20 years later, 1913, 
when the Empress of Russia, the first of the now 
white fleet, arrived at Vancouver, after a round- 
the-world tour, which served as a magnificent 
advertisement, 


A year later the Empress of Russia had an 
exciting ‘series of incidents. When war was de- 
clared in August, 1914, she was in Vancouver and 
was hurried across to Mong Kong in no small 
danger from Admiral von Spee’s raiders. Her 
Chinese crew was repiaced by as motley a crowd 
of sailors as ever sailed the 
naval ratings, a number of naval men 
collected at various Chinese ports and a crowd 
of beach combers, whose lethargy was conquered 
by their patriotism. British Tommies manned 
the guns and Pathan sepoys acted as signallers 
The guns with which she was supplied were of 
very “ancient vintage,” and it was later said by

The Cause of Right 


The following is a translation of an extract 
from an address delivered by His Eminence, 
Rodrigue Cardinal Villeneuve, O.M.1, at a 
demonstration in honor of the Sacred Heart at 
Quebec on Friday last. 


“We must all take advantage of these solemn 
prayers to ask the Sacred Heart to kindle and 
Spiritualize in ours€lves the sentiments of the 
greatest and purest patriotism, so that we may 
fee] the harms which befall our friendly nations 
and the dangers which threaten the whole of 
Christianity. In these days when disturbing 
ideas conflict in confusion, the world is in need 
of the riches of the Sacred Heart. It is proper 
to condemn the superfical minds who, by their 
inconsiderate or malevolent declamations to- 
wards the nations representing the cause of 
justice, weaken the Christian sentiment of right 
and of a just victory, 


“AS a persecuting and sacrilegious potentate, 
murderer of children and women, Hitler repre- 
sents the felony and the very organization of 
evil. His adversaries and victims represent 
patriotism and right. The Pope, with prudence 
but also with an indomitable energy, has pub- 
licly pronounced himself against the barbarous 
audacity of a man who respects nothing in hu- 
manity. We must loudly proclaim, to the face 
of the world, and more so to the adorable sacra- 
ment of the Divine Heart, that the flag of the 
Allied armies is our flag. The church does not 
bless the war, but it blesses the sword of those 
who are using it for good. Our Allies, by treaty, 
by blood, by tongue and by political solidarity, 
have the right to count on our wishes, on our 
prayers and even on our sacrifices, to insure 
their victory. Religion gives us a sacred right 
to be supernaturally devoted to the cause of our 
Allies. I incline to think, nay, I remain con- 
vinced, that the civil authorities will, in this 
effort towards victory, make use of a great 
prudence and will measure our sacrifices to the 
limits of our means.”

Propaganda is now one of the most important 
of military weapons, and the state that does not 
Guard itself against that weapon... is in grave 
danger of finding itself defeated, no matter how 
admirable may be its preparations in every 
other sphere of war making. ... In time of war 
a nation may have to go further in dealing with 
some of the assertions and suggestion of its 
enemies than merely contradicting them, how- 
ever truthfully. It may have to exert its in- 
fluence, and even its absolute authority to pre- 
vent certain ideas and suggestions from being 
disseminated within its territory. 

And if it is entitled to prevent them from 
being disseminated by the enemy or his spies 
and agents, it is surely equally entitled to pre- 
vent them from being disseminated by its own 
citizens even if they conscientiously believe 
what they are putting forth.,.. 

The state of mind which an enemy is most 
desirous of cultivating in the country against 
which it is fighting is the state of mind that 
the war is not worth carrying on, that it is not 
a just war, that it will not be a successful war, 
or that even if successful it will not achieve 
results comparable with the sacrifices involved, 
while on the other hand, if it is abandoned, the 
surrender will not involve undue hardships... . 
No person known to be an enemy would be 
permitted for one moment to carry on propa- 
ganda designed to produce this state of mind in 
the people of a belligerent country. But it is 
claimed in the name of democratic liberty that 
citizens who are not enemy agents, but who 
themselves sincerely hold these beliefs and are 
honest in this state of mind, should be permitted 
to carry on the same propaganda without let or 
hindrance . 

The circulation in Canada of material of Ger- 
man or Russian origin, calculated to produce 
this state of mind (that Canada has no more 
business in this war than the U.S. has) is rigidly 
forbidden. Why then should Canadian citizens 
be permitted, on the sole ground that they 
honestly feel and think that way, to circulate 
in Canada the very same ideas and suggestions 
as a German agent would be prevented from 
circulating? ... 

It is a favorite argument of those who hold 


racy even in wartime, that if every point of 
view is given free expression, truth will ulti- 
mately emerge out of the conflict. But there is 
a serious flaw in this reasoning when applied 
to a period of war. It requires time for truth 
to emerge out of such a conflict, and during a 
war it is impossible to wait for it to emerge if 
meanwhile error is going to be even temporarily 
triumphant. A nation at war is a nation which 
has accepted the necessity of producing certain 
results before the enemy can prevent them from 
being produced, It cannot afford to have those 
results imperilled for the sake of the possible 
emergence of a truth which may not emerge 
until long after it has ceased to be of any value.

Regulation Of Current 
Foreign Business Is 
Established 


By SAM ROBERTSON 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 

LONDON, June 7.—The British 
treasury tofight announced regu- 
lations designed to ensure that 
all current foreign business is 
conducted at official sterling rates 
and to denude the free market 
for sterling, 

No licenses will be given hence- 
forth for the sale in the United 
Kingdom of securities owned by 
persons resident outside the sterling 
and franc areas. Canada is outside 
those areas, mainly because its dol- 
lar is so closely tied with the United 
States dollar, 


PAID IN STERLING 

All exports from the United 
Kingdom to the United States and 
Switzerland in future will have to 
be paid for in sterling obtained from 
the British exchange control at offi- 
cial rates or else in United States 
dollars or Swiss francs, respectively 

Exchange will normally be provi- | 
ded in their own currencies to resi- | 
dents in the United States and} 
Switzerland in respect of commer- 
cial and current financial payments | 
(including interest and dividends) 
due them, 


SAME EFFECT 


As regards transactions with other 
countries outside the sterling and 
Allied areas, broadly the same ef- 
fect will be achieved by extending 
the system of payments, agreements 
and special accounts which -enables 
eettlement to be effected in sterling 
through official channels at official 
rates. 

Regulations requiring payment for 
certain exports in specified foreign 
currencies now has been revoked 
in the case of countries other than 
the United States and Switzerland. 
Similar arrangements have been, 
or will be, made by other countries 
in the sterling area. 

EXPORTS AFFECTED 

Exports affected by the revoca- 
tion include jute, rubber, tin, fur 
and diamonds to certain countries, 
including Belgium, the Belgian 
Congo, the Netherlands and the 
Netherlands Empire, and countries 
of South and Central America.

CANADA TANK 
MANUFACTURE 
TO BE STUDIED 


Delegation Of Engineers 
Going To Britein To 
Discuss Plan 


OTTAWA, June 7—Cteps are 
being taken immediately to settle 
the question of tank production in 
oa on ran C. D. Howe, muni- 

ona minister, told the Commens 
yesterday, 

He said a delegation of engineers 
is expected to leave for the United 
Kingdom by the next boat and go 
into the question thoroughly and 
settle it “once for all.” 

From experience of the past 
weeks the British now have de- 
veloped a 40-ton tank which they 
believe is an effective tank under 
modern conditions. A tank suitable

“Even after information ts ob- 
tained and all possible help has been 
secured outside of Canada, it will 
Still be an exceedingly complex job 
for Canadian industry to @uild 
tanks,” said Mr. Howe. “No one 
firm will be called upon to do the 
entire job. It will mean the collabor- 
ation of the heavy industries of this 
country.” 


(Mr. Howe told the House of 
Commons last May 28 that speci- 
fications for 9 heavy tank, known 
as a “Mark 3 or Ballantyne tank” 
had been received in Canada from 
Britain last January, but before 
production could be started the 
order for 100 such tanks was with- 
drawn by the British war supply 
board on April 2, after the tank 
design had been altered, 


‘At that time Mr. Howe said It 
had been decided that the logical 
pliant in Canada to undertake that 
order was the Angus shops in Mon- 
treal and the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, which owns the shops, had 
stated it would undertake the work 
and immediately placed its engin- 
eers on the job of organizing pro- 
duction.) 

EXPLAINS SITUATION 

“The situation as regards tanks is 
this,’ Mr, Howe said! 

“Canada can undoubtedly make & 
tank—and tanks are made in the 
United States. However, we have in | 
Europe a battle of tanks which is | 
developing some new facts about 
tanks as weapons of warfare. 

“For every tank that is invented, 
a gun is shortly afterwards invented 
to deal with that particular type of 
tank and the effectiveness of tanks 
in the field depends on there being 
proot against the latest type of anti- 
tank gun.” 

British experience in the field 
had resulted in a change of ideas 
as to what constituted “the effec- 
tive tank for warfare of this day,” 
and these ideas differed widely 
from those of United States mili- 
tary authorities. 

“The academie question wether 
tanks can or cannot be made in| 
Canada depends for its answer upon 
the type of tanks you have in mind | 
and I presume that a great many of 
the differences that have arisen in 
discussions here have arisen be- 
cause some people have one idea of| 
a tank and I have in mind another. 


NEED IS IMMEDIATE 

“We can produce in this country | 
alloy steel up to a maximum thick- 
ness of two inches, The type of 
tank that I have in mind (40 tons) 
has armored steel of more than 
twice that thickness. 

“We produce gasoline engines in 
this country that would propel some} 
kind of a tank. The tank | have in| 
mind ig propelled with a Diesel | 
engine much larger than anything 
we have produced in Canada, 

“It is folly to say that we can- 
not produce Diesel engines in 
Canada, Canadian industry can do 
anything provided it is given suf- 
ficient time and development ex- 
Penses, It can be done but it may 
not be of much help at the 
moment.” 

H. A, Bruce (Con. Toronto Park- 
dale) who brought on the discussion 
during a debate on relief payments 
declared that a Hamilton, Ont., firm 
could produce plate up to six inches 
“with alloys suita!e for the manu- 
facture of varioue ‘types of tanks.”

He pleaded not guilty to making

Verdier, head of the Verdier Air- 
craft Corporation, said he had sub- 
mitted plans to the Canadian de- 
fence department for a radio-con- 
trolled airplane, armor-piercing 
guns and other armaments. He ad- 
mitted membership in the now-out- 
lawed National Unity party, but 
said he quit two years ago when he 
learned of its Fascist tendencies 

Principal crown witnesses were
